Rome, Nov. 14.—The volcano

Strom boll island (off the north coast 
of Sicily) has commenced a terrible 
eruption. 
A co^ss& i column of fire 
is rising and incandescent stones ar j 
being 
em itted 
from 
the 
craters. 
Many houses on the island lv;ve been 
destroyed. 
The Strom boli volcano w « | report 
ed Sept. 9 to be in full eruption. 
It j 
was then throw ing up columns of fire 
and torrents of stones, as it is now 
This eruption lasted fur several days. 
Lava stream ed down the sides of the 
m ountain to the 
sea. 
while huge 
boulders were hurled from the crater 
to a great height, failing into the sea 
fully tw o and a half miles from the 
shore. 
Coincident w ith this eruption 
there was probably a subm arine erup­ 
tion betw een Strom boli and Sicily. 
Strom boli is the uorthernm ost of 
the L apari islands, in the M editer­ 
ranean, off th e north coast of Sicily. 
Its population is placed at 500 persons 
and its area is eight square miles. 
It is wholly of volcanic form ation and 
has a constantly active volcano 3.040 
feet high. 
The crater on top has 
been extinct, but the active crater »a 
nn the side of the m ountain. 
On the 
east side of the island is the sm all 
town of Strom boli.
